FRONTIER GARRISONS RESPOND TO THE 
CALL TO ARMS. 


Russia’s Persecution Extending to Ger- 
mans and Poles—Panama S;areholders 
Will Sue De Lesseps—-The Week’s 
Amusements in London—Serious Situ- 
ation in Berlin. 


PariIs,June 18.—The French'garrisons along 
the German frontier were all summoned to 
arms about midnight Tuesday night and put 
through a course of drill in the way of resist- 
ingan attack by an enemy. The fiashing of 
lights, the clanking of guns and the com- 
mands of the officers sounding on the quiet 
air, almost created a ic until it was 
learned that this was part of the new 
plan of the French War Office for keeping 
their men always prepared forthe war that 
every Frenchman believes isto come. The 
French statisticians are congratulating the 
people on the fact thatthe standard of the 
new conscripts is higher than of recent years, 
showing that the French are improving in- 
stead of going backward as a nation. 

The great naval maneuvers will occur 
about the end of the present month, simul- 
taneously with the calling out for practice of 
the reserves. The leading feature of the 
maneuvers will bea sham attack upon the 
ports of Marselillesand Toulon by a picked 
squadron of heavy tran-clads. The defense 
of Marseilles will be attempted with torpe- 
does and torpedo boats, while the land forces 
and the batteries in the harbor will essay the 
task of protecting Toulon against the attack 
by sea. 


RUSSIA FOR RUSSIANS. 


THE WAR ON THE JEWS GRADUALLY EXTERD- 
ING TO GERMANS, POLES AND TARTARS. 


ST. PETERSECRG, June 13.—The Jewish per- 
secution is extending to all foreigners in 
Russia, especially to Germans, Poles and 
Tartars. For months past the press, headed 
by the Novoe Vremya, has been warriug against 
the Tartars, accusing them of being secret 
enemies of Russia and the Orthodox Church, 
and of spreading sedition under gulse of ex- 
plaining the Koran. This movement, how- 
ever, is only in its infancy. Prince Kuropat- 
kin, Governor-General of Transcaspia, signed 
a secret order expelling nearly all Polish 
engineers and employes engaged in building 
and working on the Central Asian Raltllwary, 
who didallithe best work and filled @ or 9 
per cent of the responsible positions. The 
same order gradually expels all foreigners 
engaged in the service except Frenchmen. 

Among the Jews expelled from Moscow are 
many old soldiers, some decorated with the 
“t. George’s cross,.the highest possible reward 
for valor on the field. One hundred such 
artisans who had served their time 
petitioned the Czar against such contumelious 
treatment of men who had risked their lives 
and were ready to risk them again in the ser- 
vice of the country. Itis doubtful whether 
this petition will ever reach the Czar. 

The largest Christian employers in Moseow 
have publicly announced that they will em- 

loy no more Jews. The Imperial ukase em- 

owers Grand Duke Sergius to relegate the 
whole of his administrative powers to the 
head of the police. If adopted this change 
will Mean more rigorous measures than ever. 

It is seMmi-officially stated that Mr. Arnold 
White, the agent now in this country of 
Baron Hirsch, and the gentiemen who are 
acting with him, and who has been sent to 
Russia in order to make arrangements for the 
emigration of the Jews, has been favorably 
received by the higher authorities, who are 
ereatly in favor of the scheme.

He added that if they really had 
been initiated he would hail them with satis- 
faction, as they would help to realise his 
father’s plans to complete the canal and 
that he would regret the prosecution merely 
So far as it would be annoying to the family. 


GRIP IN CHINA. 


CELESTIALS SWEPT OFF BY THOUSANDS 
THROUGH RAVAGES OF INFLUENZA. 

CHicaco, Ill., June 13.—W. A. Thompson, 
an American who is in the Chinese customs 
service at Wampoa, is now iff this city. He 
Says that the grip swept over the Chinese 
Empire in February last, and hundreds of 
thousands of natives died of the disease. It 
prevailed during a period of thirty days, and 
the death rate was increased frightfully, 
**The Chinese physicians,’’ said Mr. Thomp- 
son, ‘‘were unable to say what disease was 
causing the enormous increase in the death 
rate, and the result was a panic. The Mon- 
golians imagined the evil spirit was demon- 
strating his wrath by sending a plague among 
them, and they went through the streets of 
all the large cities beating drums to drum the 
evil spirit out of the country. During one 
week in Canton fully 10,000 people were 
buried. 


BRITISH AFFAIRS. 


AGREEMENT WITH PORTUGAL—

subsided somewhat of late, the reason being 
that he is spending nearly all his spare time 
in the company of Mrs. O’Shea. That lady ts 
said to look remarkably well by those who 
bave seen her lately, and as being elated 
over the prospect of her marriage to Parnell. 
The daughters, however, adhere to their 
father, contrary to the prevalent impression, 
and will, it is stated, have no more to do with 
their mother after the marriage. As the 
mother is wealthy, however, and their father 
poor, cynical society whispers that they may 
change their minds. 


BREAD RIOT PROBABLE IN BEELIN. 
BERLIN, June 13.—The agitation in Berlin 
over the corn duties has become so serious 
that the Ministry has ordered a strengthen- 
ing of the garrison. There is no talk of an 
outbreak, but popular feeling is intense and 
a bread riot is possible, as there are thou- 
sands of utterly destitute people in the city, 
without the new element which ts flocking in 
from other parts, adding to the destitution 
and struggie for employment. The police 
have become more vigilant tn enforcing the 
laws against vagrancy, but the evil continues 
to grow, and the multitude of unemployed 
increases with price of bread. Caprivi re- 
mains obstinate, but it is believed that he 
will yield to the popular outcry before it has 
had time to become more formidable.

'A LESSON TO HAYTI. 


Plan Proposed to Bring President Hip- 
polyte to Terms. 


THE UNITED STATES MUST HAVE MOLE

Diplomatic Relations to Be Severed Until 
the black Republic Stands by Its Agree- 
ment—Mrs. Harrison Goes to Cape May 
—Evading Customs Duties—Department 
Matters. 


WASHINGTOX, D. C., June 13.—The state- 
ment that this Government has about de- 
cidea to break off diplomatic relations with 
Hayti until that Government keeps its agree- 
mentinregardto Mole 8t. Nicholas is about 
right. State Department officials when ques- 
tioned about the matter this afternoon 
evaded answering, and contented themselves 
with the statement that no such instructions 
had been sent to Minister Douglass. From a 
perfectly reliable source the correspondent 
learns, however, that the Government deter- 
mined toteach President Hippolyte a lesson 
for his breach of faith, andthat now, when 
there are many signs of revolution, is the 
time to do it. The story about President 
Hippolyte’s duplicity in brief is as follows: 

In return for aid from the United States in 
breaking the blockade established by the 
then President Legitime by which Gen. Hip- 
polyte defeated Legitime’s forces and became 
President himself, the latter agreed to give 
the United States a lease on the Mole St. 
Nicholas harbor. This agreement, however, 
he has not kept, and in January last, while 
Minister Douglass and Admiral! Gherardi were 
endeavoring to secure the lease they were 
rudely rebuffed by the Prime Minister. 

Minister Douglass will return home shortly 
and will remain until the President of the 
black republic comes to his senses and keeps 
his agreement. During Minister Douglass’ 
absence diplomatic relations will be at an 
end. Of course, should a serious revolution 
break out, several men-of-war will go there 
to protect American interests, but no recog- 
nition will be given to the warring factions. 
This plan is heartily favored by Secretary 
Tracy and it is understood that Secretary 
Blaine indorses it. The President’s consent 
is only awaited to allow the plan to be carried 
out. 


AT THE DEPARTMENTS. 


TOBACCO STATISTICS OF WEST VIRGINIA—EX- 
PORT OF BREADSTUFFS. 

WasSHINGTON, D. C., June 13.—The Census 
Office has given out the tobacco statistics of 
West Virginia. The total number of planters 
in the State during the census year was 2,79; 
the total area devoted to tobacco, 4,547 acres; 
the total product, 2,602,021 pounds, and the 
Value of the crop to the producer estimated 
on basis of actual sales, $302,380. 

THE CONGO TREATY. 

The Congo treaty will go into effect at the 
end of this month, all of the Zuropean pow- 
ers interes ted in African colonies having rat- 
fied it. The United States Senate rejected 
the treaty ona close vote after it had been 
signed by the country’s representative at 
the Brussels Conference, andit received the 
warm indorsement of ‘President Harrison. 
The opponents of the treaty in the Senate 
claims that holding to the Monroe doctrine 
this country could not join ina pilanof dic- 
tation respecting the affairs of another con- 
tinent and also that a ratification of the 
treaty would be a recognition of the 
claims of France toa large part of Liberia, 
and a recognition also of the doubtful claims 
of European nations to other portions of Af- 
rica. A motion to reconsider the rejection of 
the treaty was pending at the adjournment 
of Congress, and may be taken up again next 
winter. The treaty suppresses the slave 
trade and the sale of intoxicants and breech- 
loading rifies in the Congo District. 

PRODUCTS EXPORTED. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Statistics reports 
that the total value of the exports of domes- 
tic breadstuffs from the United Stateg during 
the month of May, 1891, was $12,830,231: 

The total export of mineral olls last month 
amounted in value to $445,826, or $147,080 more 
than May’s of last year,and for the eleven 
months ending May 31, the value was $47,273, - 
235, or $500,000 more than during the same 
period the year before. Last month’s ex- 
ports of breadstuffs amounted to $12,330,231, 
or $354,502 less than those of May, 1890. 

COUNTING THE CASH. 

The count of the cash in the vaults of the 
Treasury, consequent on the recent change 
in the office of Treasurer, has so far resulted 
in the discovery of a discrepancy of $1. This 
is missing from a bag of silver in a vault con- 
taining nearly $70,000,000. The bag broke open 
by its own weight and the decay of the can- 
vas, andthe contents were scattered among 
the other bags in the vault. It contained 
1,000,000 silver dollars, all but one of which 
were found, andthat one will probably turn 
up before the examination of the vault is con- 
cluded; otherwise ex-Treasurer Huston will 
have to make it good. 


EVADING CUSTOMS LAWS. 


CANADIAN PRODUCTS ARE SMUGGLED 
ACROSS THE BORDER. 

WasHIvNcorTos, D. C., June 13.—Special Treas- 
ury Agent Soehgen yesterday returned from 
an extensive trip to the Northwest, where he 
went to makean exhaustive study of the cus- 
toms service along the Canadian border. Mr. 
Soehgen found thatthe numberof revenue 
agents is totally Inadequate tocope with the 
shrewd Canadian traders, who easily smug- 
gie Canadian and other foreign goods across 
the border. Around St. Vincent, Minn., Mr. 
Soehgen found the country inhabited bya 
class of Canadians who, it is said, are thor- 
oughly in sympathy with their brethren 
across the borderin their efforts to smuggle 
goods into the United States. At this and 
other points, owingtothe smalinessof the 
customs service, thousands of bushels of 
Canadian potatoes are rushed into the United 
States without paying duty. The tariff on 
potatoes being 25 cents a bushel, the loss to 
the Government is considerable.

WAS HE MURDERED! 


An Indiana Hamlet Aroused Over the 
Death of a Boy. 


CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., June 13.—Great ex- 
citement prevails in the little village of 
Bringhurst, north of Crawfordsville. Last 
Tuesday 12-year-old Willie Firman was found 
hanging from a rafter in his step- mother’s 
barn, stone dead. Hisstepmother gave out 
that he had committed suicide on account of 
having been corrected for some mischief, 
but the neighbors refused to accept this ex- 
planation. They boldly assert that the 
boy’s death resulted from foul play, and de- 
mand that the Ooromer return a verdict of 
murder. The lad was worth $25,000 in his own 
right, and the theory is universally enter- 
tained that murder was adopted as the 
method of some desigping relatives to gain 
possession of the fortume as he was an only 
child. The lad’s happy disposition refutes 
the idea of suicide. 


SHATTERED BY DYNAMITE. 


A FIENDISH ATTEMPT TO MURDER A SLEEPING 
FAMILY. 

MARSHALL, Mo., June 13.—Late Thursday 
night a portion of the residence of Ira Trovoli 
was shattered by a dynagiite cartridge which 
had been placed under a corner of the house. 
The whole side of the house was torn out and 
the bed on which Mr. and Mrs. Trovoli were 
sleeping was blown clear to the ceiling. 
Of the four children sleeping in an adjoining 
room, one, a little girl, was injured by being 
thrown across the room. 

The authorities are looking for a neighbor, 
who was defeated only a few days ago ina 
law-suit by Trovoli. The suspected person 
has bornea good reputation and some are 
reluctant to believe that he would make such 
a fiendish attempt to gratify a spirit of re- 
venge.

A LEEDS WEAVER’S CRIME. 

Lzeps, June 13.—Police have arrested a 
weaver, named Turner, on the charge of 
murdering the little child, Barbara Water- 
house. The child’s mother has identified the 
shawlin which the body of the child was 
wrapped. She toid the police she saw a bun- 
le wrapped in a shawl in the coal-hole of her 
house on Monday, and when she questioned 
her son about the contents he replied, ‘‘I 
will tell you some time. It is nothing I 
done.’*’ 


BULLING STILL AT LARGE. 

Joszeru, Mo., June 12.—Bulling, the es- 
caped murderer, is still at large despite the 
report that he had been captured at Chicago. 
A dispatch was received yesterday from 
Pinkerton stating.that Bulling had slipped 
away, but that there was a good chance yet 
of effecting his arrest. 


HAINS UNDER ARREST. 

Fort Monrtorg, Va., June 14.~Thornton J. 
Hains who shot and Killed Edward A. Han- 
negan was arrested last night and carried to 
Hamilton jail. He appeared with the counsel 
before the coroner’s jury this morning and 
the trial was postpome, until his father 
arrives. He is expegted to-night. Hannte- 
gan’s remains were turned Over to an under- 
taker to be embalmed.

CRUSHED BY CAVALRY. 


A German Baroness Run Down and In- 
fured by Troops. 


Bern, June 13.—The detalis of the terrible 
accident which befelthe Baroness von Pap- 
penheim yesterday lead to the belief that it 
is scarcely possible forthe unfortunate lady 
to recover from the effects of her injuries. 
The Baroness is the daughter of the officer in 
command ofthe First Lancers and was with 


them when she was knocked off of her horse 
and fearfully bruised about the arms, legs | 
and body. Thecause of the accident seems | 
to be curious and arose trom her horse being 
frightened by a sudden movement of the 
lancers, who, as they were coming into line, 
were suddenly ordered tostart off at a gallop. 
The Baroness,taken by surprise at the sudden 
fright of her horse, was thrown to the ground 
and before it was possible for anybody to in- 
terfere to save her twelve troopers had 
ridden over her prostrate form, as they were 
unable to rein in their horses in time to pre- 
vent the catastrophe. Much sympathy is 
expressed for the Baroness. 


THROWN FROM A BUGGY.

MONARCHY IMPERILLED BY THE SAC- 
CARAT REVELATIONS, 


The Duke of Cambridge Insecure in His 
Office of Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army—An Ominous Sentiment Aroused 
—Press Opinion on the Scandal—Indig- 
nant Britons. 


Loypon, June 13.—Sir Wm. Gordon-OCum- 
ming and his bride received what is generally 
known as a ‘‘royal welcome’’ upon their 
arrival at Forres, Scotland, near which 
Burgh Altyre, the Baronet’s estate, is 
situated. The bride and bridegroom were 
welcomed by the Provost of Forres at the 
head of the municipal authorities of the 
neighborhood. The town was decorated 
with flowers and bunting, and on their way 
to Altyre Sir Wm. Gordon-Cumming and Lady 
Gordon-Cumming passed beneath several 
handsome floral arches. 

The newly married couple were enthusias- 
tically received by the inhabitants of Forres 
and its neighborhood, who had gathered 
from many miles around in order to show 
their sympathy with the owner of Altyre. 
The Provost of Forres, upon the arrival of 
Sir William and Lady Gordon-Cumming at 
that place, made them a public address of 
welcome and presented them with the con- 
gratulations of the inhabitants of the town. 

Nothing was wanting to show the bridal 
couple that, though some peopie might frown 
upon them, the sturdy Scotch burghers of 
Forres had resolved to testify in as open a} 
manner as possible their sympathy with the 
Laird of Altyre in the troubles which hovered 
around him and his loyal hearted bride. 


CUMMING’S DISGRACE. 


IT MAY RESULT IN THE REMOVAL OF THE DUKE 
OF CAMBRIDGE. 

Lorpow, June 13.—The erasure of the name 
of Sir Wm. Gordon-Cumming from the army 
listis generally commented on as showing 
the entire subserviency of the Cabinet to 
royalty.

Detectives Kinney and Ryan of East St.

James Clampett is the man’s name, but 
he was known in East 8t.

Smith. He is charged with the murder 
of John Goss, Sr.,a rancher at Wynnewood 
in the Chickasaw Nation, about one year 
ago. To the East 8t. Louis police he ac- 
knowledged that he had killed the man, but 
claimed the deed was done in self-defense, 
and that he had only left the Nation 
because his friends had advised him to do so. 
Deputy United States Marshal JosephiWalner, 
who traced the man to East St. Louis, says 
the killing was not in self-defense. The 
Deputy came to East St. Louis 
after the man several days ago, 
knowing that he had stopped here, but 
did not locate him until yesterday. It was 
learned that Clampett was sailing under the 
name of J.M. Smith, and Chief of Police 
Walsh directed a decoy registered letter to 
him. He sent a fellow-workman for his 
mail, and by arresting this man the police 
found the murderer. Clampett was at work 
grading streets ina new addition, Lansdown 
Heights, near Winstanley Park, and stopped 
at a boarding-house five miles out of 
the city, on the Caseyville road. 
Detectives Kinney and Ryan drove 
out there yesterday afternoon with 
Clampett’s friend, whom they had arrested, 
and took possession of the boarding-house. 
They held their prisoner and all the inmates 
of the house until Clampett came in 
for supper, when they arrested him. 
He has a reputation as a desperado, 
but when the officers covered him he quietly 
gaveup. Jeff Hamiet, a young man who had 
worked with Clampett, accompanied Marshal 
Walner and identified the murderer. The 
Marshal will leave for Paris, Tex., with his 
prisoner to-night.

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Thousands of Pilgrims Throng the 
Church of Father Mollinger. 


PAIN-RACKED PATIENTS IMPLORING 
‘THE PRIEST'S AID. 


Men and.Women Press About Him and 
Beseech a Touch of His Healing Hand 
—The Multitude Given a Glimpse of 
the Miracle-Working Relics of the 
Ghureoh. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 13.—This is the great 
day ofthe year for\Father Mollinger, and, 
incidentally, for the wearied pilgrims who 
flock to see him,. It is the feast day of St. 
Anthony, the father’s patron saint, and 
from whom he claims he derives his 
healing powers outside of his medl- 
cal attainments, The little church 
ofthe most Holy Name was decorated last 
night with a wealth of flowers and blossom- 
ing plants. The scenes and incidents of to- 
day in the vicinity of the church are without 
precedent. Many of the afflicted passed 
last night as best they could within 
the walls surrounding the churchyard in 
order that they might not fail to gain an en- 
trance tothe church atthe earliest possible 
moment, This morning long before the light 
of day hundreds of people thronged the 
avenues leading to the Shrine of 
8t. Anthony. When the doors were opened 
for the 5 o’clock mass, between two and three 
thousand people pressed about the door, 
while not more thana third of the number 
could possibly gain entrance, with the church 
packed as it was to suffocation. 

A SURGING THRONG OF PATIENTS. 

By 7 o’clock the throng had increased to 
fully 5,000 souls, and at1 o'clock a low esti- 
mate places the number of people that filled 
the church, the yard andthe streets sur 
rounding at 10,100 people. Street cars, public 
and private conveyances brought thousands 
and yet were unable to carry all who wished 
to attend the early service. 

During the progress of the masses and re- 
ligious services within the church, the 
sounds of which could be indistinctly heard 
on the outside, the surging mass 
of pain-racked patients were upon their 
knees in the streets, the gutters 
and the sidewalks, reciting prayers 
and invoking the help of God in their partic- 
ular cases. Atthe close of the masses Father 
Mollinger would appear atthe church door, 
then pass through the kneeling crcwd 
giving to them words of encourage- 
ment. The physician priest then announced 
that he would not to-day treat any cases in- 
dividually, but called upon all who had re- 
ceived treatment during the past few days to 
attend 7 and 8 o’clock mass. When the doors 
were closed after the 7 o’clock services Father 
Mollinger again passed through the crowd, 
preceded by a uniformed policeman. The 
father sprinkled with blessed water all within 
his reach. Men, women and children grasped 
his hands, hisrobes and his feet, affection- 
ately kissing them as he passed. 
One poor woman kneeling at his 
feet in agonizing tones pleaded with the 
priest for his blessing upon her blind 
baby which she held upto him. The kind 
father stopped, complied with her request 
and passedon. An aged lady, who for years 
has been the victim of rheumatism threw 
herself in his path saying: ‘‘Dear father, 
place your hand upon me.’’ The 
request was granted, the woman 
arose and was led away, while 
her joyful shouts filled the air.

Many of the invalids were carried upon 
the shoulders of friends; others less favored 
were crushed by the jam, and piteously 
begged for relief, which the police officers 
were wholly unable to afford. Father Mol- 
linger’s commanding voice soon restored 
order, and the church was quickly filled. 

This morning Miss Ella Bresnaham of 
Scranton, Io., whoarrived three days ago, 
almost blind, appeared entirely cured. This 
afternoon each person will be given the sps- 
cial blessing of St. Amthony and receive a 
touch from a relic of the saint. There will 
also be benediction at 4 o’clock.

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A Saloon Opened in a Quiet Neighbor- 
hood Against Their Protest. 


AN AGITATION WHICH MAY LEAD TO 
NATIONAL LEGISLATION, 


The Laws of the State and City Proving 
Powerless, They Propdse to Ask for 
National Protection—Citizens Around 
Park and California Avenues Almost 
Driven to Desperation. 


Residents in the neighborhood of Park and 
California avenues are in a highly indig- 
nant state. They have a _ grievance 
which they propose to make known 
alloverthe land. A saloon has opened in 
their midst and is doing business against 
their’ strongest protest and they claim in 
open defiance of the law, being under the 
protection of some influence which 
keeps the hand of the law off the violator. 

About one month ago Paul Beckman, a 
Saloon-keeper, went to the residents and 
property owners ot the block which occupies 
the northwest corner of Park and Oalifornia 
avenues and asked them to sign a paper per- 
mitting him to open a saloon in the 
block. There are nineteen property owners 
in the block and fourteen of them refused 
positively to permit Mr. Beckman or any one 
else toopen asaloon inthat locality. The 
law and the city ordinances plainly state 
that before any one can . locate 
a saloon in a neighborhood, he 
must secure a majority of the signatures of 
the property owners and residents in the 
block where the saloon is to be opened. The 
wording of the law and ordinance leaves no 
doubt as to its meaning. The sur- 
prise and indignation of the citizens 
around Park and California avenues was 
great when they saw the saloon opened with 
a boom and ‘‘recherche’’ free lunch when 
the proprietor, Paul Beckman, had secured 
the consent of only five out of nineteen prop- 
erty holders. 

THE COLLECTOR DIDN’T KNOW IT. 

They waited a week for the law to 
visit him, but it did not,: and then 
they called on Collector Ziegenhein, 
who said Beckman had applied for a license, 
but as he could not show a petition signed by 
a majority of the land owners, the license 
was refused. He did not know, he said, that 
Beckman had openly defied the law and 
started his saloon and would look into 
the matter. A few days later a 
deputy collector called and when Beckman 
failed to show a license the collector arrested 
him. He was taken before the Police Court, 
but he obtained a continuance for a day, and 
when the case was then calledhe had the 
case continued again. He kept 
this up until Wednesday, when 
the Judge refused to continue 
the case further. Beckman had no defense 
to make and pleaded guilty. He was fined 
$300. The interested parties in this suit 
waited to see the saloon close after Beckman 
Was arrested, but it did not. Beck - 
man’s place was open early and 
late as if he had fully complied 
with the law and the property owner s could 
not understand why Beckman did not pay 
the fine of $300 imposed on him for the viola- 
tion and secure a license or close up his 
saloon., He did neither. The fine is 
still unpaid and Beckman is _é still 
doing business. One of the protestors 
examined the papers and court records in 
Beckman’s case yesterday to learn ifthe fine 
had been paid or the reason why it had not. 
He learned that Mr. Griesedieck, the brewer, 
had filed a request with the officers of the 
court to stay the execution until Monday and 
the request was observed asalaw. The exe- 
cution was not issued. 

WANTS THE MAYOR TO INTERFERE. 

The men who are trying to maintain their 
rights think the delay in issuing the execu- 
tion is to give Mr. Griesedieck an opportunity 
to see the Mayor on Monday and have the fine 
remitted, a proceeding not unusual in saloon 
cases. 

The residents are incensed at the action of 
the court officials and others who are ex- 
pected to enforce the laws, and finding them- 
selves powerless to do anything, have de- 
cided to callonthe Prohibition party of this 
city and State and secure their aid in 
having a law passedat the next Congress 
which will prohibit any internal revenue col- 
lector from issuinga Government license to 
liquor dealers untilthey have complied with 
the laws of the States, counties and cities in 
which they wish to do business. This law, 
they claim, would be constitutional, and 
would prevent many saloons from opening in 
localities where they are not wanted. 

‘*Here you can see the difference between 
national and State laws,’’ said an indignant 
sufferer this morning. ‘‘Beckman would 
not dare open his place without 
a license from the Government 
but he laughs atthe lawsof the State and 
city ordinances, He may continue in bDusi- 
ness even afterthe Mayor remits his fine as 
we suppose he will do, and go on doing busi. 
ness withoutacity license. Every time he 
sells a glass of beer or liquor 
he violates the law. Suppose a 
fight occurs in the street or a malicious per- 
son goes about breaking windows, do the 
police allow it to go on until the case 
is settled in the counts? Nota bit of it. 
If the person does not stop at once, he ts 
arrested again and as often as the offense is 
committed. A saloonkeeper, however, is 
allowed to do businessin defiance of the law 
a month, and the property owners must 
wait until his case comes up and is disp osed 
or.’’ 

The experience of the residents of Park and 
California avenues is not a newone, It has 
become quite common of late for saloon- 
keepers to open saloons in neighborhoods 
where they cannot get the consent of the 
property owners and then call on the Col- 
lector for a license from two weeks to a 
month later,

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A TAX JUGGLE DEFEATED. 


The bill authorizing Chicago to increase 
her rate of taxation for local purposes was 
a bit of cool effrontery on the part of that 
city, and the only wonder is that the ad- 
verse vote was not larger, and that the 
Legislature came so near passing it. 

In order to reduce her assessment, escape 
a large part of her just share of State taxes 
and shift the burden thereof more upon 
the rural! districts, Chicago has continu- 
ally crowded the constitutional limit with 


keep her assessment ata figure ridiculously 
lew as compared with the assessment of 
any other city or county in the State or in 
the Union. 

When the expense of cleaning up for the 
Fair called fora larger revenue she could 
easily have raised it by raising her assess- 
ment to something like one-fourth of the 
real value of her taxable wealth. But 
while asking an appropriation of $1,000,000 
of State money to the Fair she coolly asked 
for authority to continue raising her tax 
rate inordinately high that her assessment 
might be kept at the old fraudulent figure. 

The rural representatives who rebelled 
against this cheating were only pro- 
tecting their own constituents from an ag- 
gravation of the wrong to which they are 
subjected by Chicago’s tax-dodging pro- 
pensity. With more than twice the popu- 
lation and claiming more than twice the 
wealth of St. Louis, Chicago pays State 
taxes in Illinois ona property valuation 
far below that on which St. Louis pays 
State taxes in Missouri. The constitu- 
tional limit on the local tax rate was not 
imposed to prevent Chicago from taxing 
herself as heavily as she chooses for local 
purposes, and it does not prevent her now 
from raising all the revenue she chooses to 
raise. It was imposed only as a check 
upon her method of dodging State taxes. 
By simply raising her assessment to a rea- 
sonable figure, she can greatly reduce her 
rate of taxation and still raise all the 
revenue she demands without imposing 
more than their just share of State taxes on 
her tax-payers.

CROWN WORSHIP IN ENGLAND. 


It will not purify the British Army 
much to cashier Lieut.-Col. GoRDON-CrM- 
MING for cheating at cards and retain 
Gen. OwEN WILLIAMS and Field Mar- 
shal WALES, who conspired to condone 
and conceal the cheating. The boasted 
English love of fair play appears not in 
this discrimination, nor in the prosecution 
of the Lieutemant-Colonel for illegal 
gambling while the General and the Field- 
Marshal are permitted with impunity to 
violate the laws against gambling. 

Yeteven Mr. GLADSTONE deprecates the 
demands of the Radicals and the Dissent- 
ing Churches that all involved in the 
scandal shall be held amenable te the 
same law and the same code of morals. It 
is reported that he wants the Liberal party 
to show a decided repugnance to ‘“‘any 
agitation tending to cast: discredit on the 
crown.’’ 

What can be more illogical than this 
English crown worship? The credit of the 
crown, its hold on the respect of the 
people, must be weak indeed when it can 
be preserved only by the suppression 
of truth and the  ~»perversion of 
justice. When the Government can pre- 
serve this useless appendage by such cod- 
dling only, and by persuading the people 
that it is a point of loyalty and patriotism 
to shut their eyes to the crimes, vices and 
follies of royalty, it is plain that, instead 
of deriving strength and wisdom from the 
crown for the protection of the public wel- 
fare, the Government actually has to be 
the nurse and protector of the crown, and 
is now maintaining in it an incubus on the 
welfare and progress of the nation. 

In this age of free press light, a personal 
loyalty in the masses blinding them to the 
moral turpitude of a George IV., the in- 
sanity of a George III., or the brutality 
and despotism of a Henry VIIL., is impos- 
sible. Mr. GLADSTONE would in vain dep- 
recate agitation as tending to cast dis- 
credit upon the crown in the cases of 
such monarchs, and if the British throne 
cam be preserved only by ignoring vice 
and crime in the Heir-Apparent and sup- 
pressing comment thereon, Mr. GLADSTONE 
might as well open his eyes te the fact 
that the aforesaid throne stands on a 
rotten and fast crumbling foundation.

Judge Klein to Prepare a Detision on 
the Forest Park Case. 


ARGUMENTS HEARD ON THE APPLICA- 
TION FOR AN INJUNCTION. 


——————— 


City Counsellor Marshal Submits a Brief 
in Which the Rights of the City to 
Grant Saloon Privileges in the Park 
Are Set Forth—Mr. Gibson’s Piead- 
ing. 


The suit, known as the Forest Park suit, in 
which action is browght to restrain the city 


from granting bar privileges in Forest Park, 

and to restrain Charles Schweickardt from 
making use Of the same, came up in Circuit 
Court No. 1 this morning before Judge Elein 
for hearing. Charles Schweickardt,a saloon- 
keeper, secured alease from the city under 
an ordinance enacted for the purpose to 
maintain a restaurant with bar 
privileges in Forest Park. The matter was 

widely @iscussed at the time the lease was 
granted, and strong pressure brought to bear 
on the Municipal Assembly to have the oil 
killed. The saloon element triumphed, how- 
ever, the ordinance passing both houses and 
receiving the Mayor’s signature. 

Suit was then brought to declare the oril- 
nance void. The style of the case is the State 
to the use of Attorney-Genera? John M. 
Wood against Charies Schweickardt and the 
city of St. Louts. The suit is being tried 
purely on a question of law. The facts are 
allad . AnRumberof prominent attor- 
neys are ed on either side, all the par- 
ties to the sult being represented by counsel. 
The firm of Gibson, Bond & Gibson are acting 
forthe State. Mr. C. E. Gibson and H. W. Bond 
are conducting the case. City Counselor 
Wm. C. Marshall and Assistant City Coun- 
selor Wm. FP. Macklin represent the city. 
Schweickardt’s interests are in the hands of 
Rassieur & Schnurmacher and Kehr & Titt- 
man. Mr. Leo Rassieur and E. C. Kehr rep- 
resenting their respective firms were ip court 


to-day. 
OPENING THE CASE. 

Mr. C. E. Gibson opened the case by read- 
ing the petition. After a little discussion be- 
tween counsel, Mr_Gibson took up the case 
for argument, making the opening pleading. 
He was frequently tterrupted oy Judge 
Klein, whose remarks showed that the 
court was inclined to the view 
that the city * had the right to 
make the contract. For instance, Judge 
Klein speaking on a point before him said 
that in the case of a street contract it would 
not be considered that the city could not 
make the contract untilthe matter had been 
legisiated upon. 

Mr. William C. Marshall followed Mr. Gib- 
son and cited law and authorities to support 
the city’s position. The principal points in 
Mr. Marshall’s argument are contained in 
the following brief, which was submitted to 
the court to be used as reference while con- 
sidering the case: 

THE PARK’S HISTORY. 

Forest Park was originally established Dy 
the act of March 25, 1872,and was made a body 
politic and corporate under the style of ‘“The 
Commissioners of Forest Park,’’ with per- 
petual succession and all the powers given 
by law to corporations organized under the 
genera! laws of the State and additional pow- 
ers enumerated in the act. Sec.5 of the act 
provided: ‘*The said park shall be under the 
excilustve control and government of said 
commissioners,’’ etc. 

The Supreme Court held theact of March 
%, 1872, establishing forthe city of St. Louis 
and outside of the city, what is Known as 
Forest Park, to be unconstitutional. The 
park commissioners were created a body 
corporate with powerto purchase and con- 
demn lands for the park and to issue $1,200,000 
of bonds, to be secured on the lands pur- 
chased and condemned. <A park district was 
laid of, comprising lands surrounding the 
park withina designated district, and pro- 
vision was made for the levy and collection 
for twenty years of a special tax on all lands 
within this @istrict to pay the principal and 
interest of the park bonds. The act was heid 
invalid on two grounds: 1. It infringed on 
the constitutional provision, ‘“Corporations 

may be formed under general laws, Dut shall 
not be created by special acts, except for mu- 
nicipal purposes; no municipal corporations, 
except cities, shall be created Dy special 
act.”’ The park act was decided to bea 
special act and to create a corpora- 
tion other than municipal. 2. It was 
invalid because it levied ai special 
tax or local assessment exclusively upon cer- 
tain designated lands outside of the city for 
an object general in its nature and which the 
act deciared to be of great importance to the 
efity of St. Louis; conducive to its dignity and 
character and to the health and recreation of 
its inhabitants. 

Subsequentiy the act of March 25, 1874, was 
passed establishing Forest Park, and by sec. 
7.a board of commissioners was created, 
three of whom were to be appointed by the 
County Court of St. Louis County and con- 
firmed by the Circuit Court, and the other 
three were to be appointed by the Mayor oil 
the city of St. Louis and confirmed by the 
Council. 

The act further provided: ‘‘Said board shall 
have power to lay off, improve, adorn and 
generally govern, manage and control the 
use of said park and the avenues surround- 
ing the same,’’ etc. 

This act was held to be constitutional. 

Ry sec. 0 ofart. 9 of the constitution of 
Missour!, 1875,under which the city and coun- 
ty of St. Louis were separated and by virtue 
of which the thirteen freehoiders were 
authorized to frame and did frame the char- 
ter of the city of St. Louis, it {is provided as 
follows: ‘‘If a majority of such qualified 
voters, voting at such election, shal! ratify 
such scheme and charter, then such scheme 
shall become the organic law of the county and 
city and such charter the organic law of the 
city, and at the end of sixty days thereafter 
shall take the place of and supersede the 
charter of St. Louis and all amendments 
thereof and all special laws reilatingto St. 
Louis County inconsistent with such scheme.’’ 

By sec. 1, art. 1, of the charter of the city 
of St. Louts, adopted pursuant to this consti- 
tutional authority, it is provided, inter alia, 
as follows: ‘‘May sell, lease or otherwise dis- 
pose of any property for the benefit of the 
city ‘ °? 

By paragraph 3 of sec. 2%, art. 3, of said 
charter, the Mayorand Assembiy have power, 
within the city, by ordinance, inter alia, *‘to 
inclose, improve, regulate or sell all parks 
and other pubiic grounds belonging to the 


By sec. 1 of art. 3, of said charter it is 


beyond legislative competency to coerce a 
municipal corporation to contract a debt for 
local purposes without its consent.’’ 

6. That provisions for local conveniences 
for the citizens, like water, light, public 
grounds for recreation, and the like, are 
manifest matters which are not provided for 
by municipal corporations in their political 
or governmental capacity, but in that quasi- 
private capacity in which they act for the 
benefit of their corporations exclusively.’’ 

7. That ordinance 16,002, leasing the cottage 
and outbulidings to defendant Sehweickardt 
and regulating and providing what use they 
shall be put to, ts clearly valid. 

8. That ordinance 6,02 is notin conflict 
with or affected by any law of the State of 
Missouri or ordinance of the city of St. Louis 
relating to establishing opening, conducting 
or licensing saloonsor dramshops within a 
given distance of Forest Park. 

9. That ordinance 16,002 is a matter of pure- 
ly local concern, and does not belong to the 
political or governmental supervision of the 
State over the municipality of St. Louis. 

After the matter had been fully argued and 
all the papers submitted inthe case Judge 
Klein closed the hearing by taking the mat- 
ter under advisement. 


Judge Klein’s Decisions. 


In the case of Edward Hudson against the 
Wabash Western Rallway Co. a motion fora 
new trial is overruled. This its a suit 
for personal injuries, and has been 
Im the courts for years. A verdict 
for the plaintif? was given before Judge 
Lubke, before whom the Case was first heard, 
but this was set aside by the Supreme Court 
and the case remanded. Judge Klein hoids 

the plaintif®. who was crushed 
while passing bet ween the cars 
Delonging to defendant, which had been al- 
lowed to stand across a street, is not entitled 
to recover because of his negligence. 

In the case of George Rott against Charlies 
J. Fox a motion for a new trial is also over- 
ruled. 


Selling the Archbishop’s Site. 

Charies P. Chouteau was appointed trustee 
to-day by Judge Valliant to sell a portion of 
the site on which the Archbishop’s residence 
is being Dbullt. The lot is 180 feet, and it was 
decided to sell the eighty feet. An oppor- 
tunity to sell sixty feet is presented and the 
appointment ofa trustee its to legalize the 
sale.

‘*It ts simply our purpose,’” he said, “‘to do 
all that we can from now until the National 
Convention ts hela to secure his nor 
and I am confident hak. we SEE Saas 

‘*But will Mr. Blaine accept a p 
nomination itn 1882 after having 
declined it tn 19887’ was asked.

MIGHT CHANGE THE PLAN.

Well, we are 
annexed to the United States now all Dut po- 
litically. Thereits more American business 
in the Bahamas than any other, and we are 
very glad to see Americans. This Baha- 
ma fitber—it its too good to  0»be 
called sisal—is a very superior 
article to that of the kind in Mexico. It makes 
an excellent rope, and it is beiieved it will go 
into fabrics; the threads are so fine. To show 
you what is thought of the fiber by a shrewd 
Dusiness man, I may tell you that Joseph 
Chamberlain, after six months’ careful ex- 
amination, has taken 20,000 acres of land, 
and histwosons are out there now taking 
charge of the estate. I don’t care to sell very 
mach more land. Where before there was no 
European capital invested in the Bahamas, 
there are now first-class men like Mr. 
Chamberlain coming in and giving an impetus 
to the Gber industry. Weshall beginto ex- 
port the fiber next year. Ittakes four years 
to come to maturity, but after it is in harvest 
condition you can get leaves from the same 
plant for twelve or fourteen years without 
renewal ofany kind.

Atthe same time, mind 
you, the quantity of landI have avallabie its, 
asisaid, very limited, and lam fixing a 
limit to the cultivation. After the disposition 
of a very moderate quantity ofland the sale 
will be suspended for ten years.’ 

It should be remembered that wherever Sir 
Ambrose speaks of land he means crown 
land, Government land. Owing to his official 
place he has not felt at liberty to engage in 
the fiber enterprise. His own Dusiness inter- 
ests lie in Newfoundland.
